what his job will be. 

The charter for the new Town 
Manager - Selectmen form of 
government is the natural place to 
start searching for the manager's 
duties, but the first question would 
instead have to be just what will the 
town manager use for an office? 

Earlier this year the board of 
selectmen publicly discussed both 
the availability of office space in 
Tewksbury town hall, and the job 
tasks of Executive Secretary Sandy 
Barbeau. 

This week, however, Barbeau 
said there have been no decisions 
made about where to put the town's 
new chief executive officer, and she 
said the Executive Secretary's role 
in town government is equally 
uncertain. 

“I think it will be a learning 
process for all of us," Barbeau said, 
noting that her position will remain 
an appointive office under the 
board of selectmen, and not under 
the control of the town manager. 

As for office space, Barbeau said, 
current thinking is to give the front 
office of the selectmen to the new 
chief executive, after some changes 
are made. And since the town 
manager will not have a budget for 
new staff positions, she said, the 
current secretarial staf{ of the 
board of selectmen will have to 
suffice. _ 

One change in town government 
will be the abolition of the DPW 
board, and one of the most 
important. department heads to 
come under the town manager will 
be current DPW Superintendant 
Bill Burris. 

"We haven't really discu.sed any 
procedures,” said Burris, who 
expressed a curiosity about how 
daily operations are going to be 
handled. 

The present procedure for taking 
DPW requests, Burris said, is for 
the request to be made to the 
chairman of the DPW Board, who 
is also chairman of the board of 
selectmen. Burris said he didn't 
know whether future requests for 
DPW services would be made to his 
office or to the town manager 


Burris noted, however, that 
having to deal with one person 
the town manager -- should be 
easier than dealing with the five 
now making up the board of DPW 
commissioners, who are also the 
town's selectmen. 

The changes to occur when the 
town manager arrives, Burris said, 
“haven't really been discussed by 
the department heads as to what the 
responsibilities will be 

According to the charter, the new 
town manager will be responsible 
for the hiring and firing of many 
town employees, within the limits 
established by Civil Service and 
State law, 

Two departments which will have 
employees appointed by the town 
manager will be police and fire 

Chief James Morris of the Tewks: 
bury Fire Department said new 
appointments to his department 
would probably be made by the 
town manager, at least according to 
the chief's interpretation of the 
charter, but he wasn't certain.

the new manager and see how he 
wants to run the town,” the Chief 
said. 

Chief Morris noted, however, 
that the town manager will be very 
busy in his first few months, 
learning who's who and how things 
are currently handled in Tewks- 
bury. 

"I've been here 37 years and | 
know the town,” Chief Morris said, 
“but (the town manager) might not 
know where Common Sweet is.” 

Common Sweet is that short road 
between town hall and the common 
with the gazebo. 

Some town offices will continue 
to be filled by elections, meaning 
the town manager will only be 
involved with budget discussions 
and regular reports from those 
agencies, as stated in the charter. 

One such elective board will be 
the Board of Health. Public Health 
Director Bill McMenimen said his 
job would remain under control of 
the health board and would not 
come under the new town manager 

However, according to Section 10 
(a) of the charter, the manager will 
be tasked with handling the admin 
istration of all departments, boards 
and commissions in town except the 
school committee, selectmen, and 
voting officials. 

That apparently means that the 
board of health, planning board, 
conservation commission, and a 
few other boards will, at least to 
some extent, feel the touch of the 
town manager. But how much of 
an impact remains uncertain 

Section 2 of the charter states that 
the selectmen will appoint the town 
counsel, executive secretary and 
members of all multi-member 
boards and commissions except 
those appointed by the moderator 

In addition, Section 10 (b) states, 
that the town manager may 

‘consolidate or abolish depart 
ments, commissions, boards or 
offices under his direction and 
supervision” and may transfer the 
powers and duties of one depart 
ment to another. The reshuffling 
could be extensive, once decisions 
are made on who controls what 

Three offices which will be 
directly under the town manager 
will be those of the chief assessor, 
treasurer-collector and auditor 
The new town manager will not 
only be responsible for working 
out the departmental budgets prior 
to town meeting, but he will also 
have immediate hiring and firing 
power over the three most import 
ant financial positions in town 

To bring this brief examination to 
some sort of conclusion, the role of 
the town manager is rather vague 
and confusing, with little insight 
gained by reading the charter, and 
it will be up to the individual hired 
to bring some semblance of order 
to the change of command. 

The first order of business, 
however, will be to find office 
space for the guy. Tewksbury's 
first chief executive will have more 
than enough to do, starting with his 
first day on the job, without having 
to chase down office space as well. 

Incidently, the town manager is 
also tasked with the maintenance 
and repair of all town buildings, 
and it could be interesting to see 
what happens if he doesn’t have an 
office ready when he arrives

Anastasia ‘Anne’ MacInnis remembers that she was 
sitting quietly at home, addressing invitations for an MIA 
flag raising ceremony last February, when the phone rang 
On the other end was Ken Maynard with the news that the 
Wilmington American Legion Post had burned to the 
ground in a spectacular blaze. Though the Legion and the 
Scouts they proudly sponsor lost everything, it doesn't 
seem to have dented the determination of Anne or her 
fellow legionnaires one bit 

Anne was brought up in Holyoke, Massachusetts, and 
from 1941 to 1945 served with the Canadian Womens 
Army Corps. It was back then that Anne, like thousands of 
other women, made a considerable contribution toward the 
war effort. When asked what she did in the Corps, Mrs 
MacInnis s, d, “Whatever I was called for -- a chauffeur, a 
clerk, anything where I was needed and could replace a 
man who was at the front.” 

It was because of her efforts that Anne received the 
Meritorious Service Metal with Palm Leaf. Consequently, 
being a citizen of the United States, as well as a veteran of 
an allied force, Anne was eligible to join the American 
Legion, where she has served as commander in past years 
And when you take even a brief look at what Legion Post 
136 is doing today, you probably will agree that all their 
members deserve a medal; not only for their efforts in 
wars gone by, but for what they do at home today 

Many might associate the Post with just the observance of 
Memorial Day and Veterans' Day, which is an important 
enough duty in and of itself. But Post 136 has gone beyond 
the call of duty, in their contributions to Wilmington, and 
beyond. : 

The Post distributed $5000 in scholarships to 
Wilmington students last year, as well as continuing their 
sponsorship of Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts, under the 
direction of Phil Fenton, Sr. Anne described with great 
joy one scout named Chris Sullivan, who has achieved the 
rank of Eagle Scout 

As the American Legion has been able to continue its 
fund raising, it plans to move ahead with the same charity 
work in 1987 that kept all its members busy last holiday 
season. During Christmas 1986, the Post contributed 
warm clothing for an entire ward at the Bedford Veterans 
Hospital, and fourteen cases of toiletries to the Chelsea 
Soldiers Home. 

Holding meetings in the Grange Hall since their 
headquarters was destroyed on February 17, the 190 
members of the Legion now face a great challenge in 
starting the rebuilding process. Town Meeting gave them 
a little over three acres of land near the Woburn town line, 
and soon Post 136 will kick off its fundraising campaign 
toward construction costs. 

Having just stepped down as Legion Commander, Anne 
MacInnis is a member of a group of dedicated people who 
help us honor fallen heroes, and continue to serve those 
who need our support to this very day. Keeping that in 
mind, it's probably only fitting that we return the favor. 
Anne herself described the membership as "A group of 
modest people. There's a lot of things that we do that we 
don't brag about. What needs to be done, we do.” With 
that, American Legion Post 136 is a real group of unsung 
heroes.

Forget the weirdness, 
newspaper work is grand ...

Last week in this space we explored some of the negative 
aspects of the newspaper profession, but the story wasn't 
entirely even-handed. Being a newspaper reporter has its own 
unique and rewarding aspects, full of satisfactions. It's a wild, 
fast-paced, hustling, frantic sort of job, but it also holds power 
and fame, pride and responsiblity. There's nothing like it 
anywhere on Earth. 

And I do love it so. Oh yes indeed 

First and foremost, my job as a reporter makes me a public 
representative, albeit an unelected one. Your vote for me is cast 
every week, when you read this newspaper. If you vote against 
the paper by not buying it, then both the paper and I fade away. 
My profession is governed by capitalism, pure and simple 

In return, I represent literally thousands of people. You 
couldn't get all 26,100 residents of Tewksbury into a meeting 
of, say, the town manager screening committee, especially with 
only three extra chairs in the room. Instead, I sit and listen, 
then provide you a summary of what happened. In short, my 
eyes do the seeing and my ears do the listening for those 
thousands of you who can't come to the meeting. 

Or, as a poetic journalist friend once stated, "We write the 
rough draft of history.” Today's news is tomorrow's history. 

Many events aren't part of scheduled meetings, though. Some 
things, like accidents and disasters, just happen. Often it's bad 
news -- sometimes the worst imaginable -- and every reporter, 
no matter how hard-bitten and calloused, may someday be 
faced with a story that just wrenches his heart right out of his 
chest. We as reporters feel the horror and pain as much as you 
do, but we can't just turn the page and read a recipe or a humor 
story. It's our duty to tell it all, no matter how grisly or 
macabre. You, as an American, have a God-given right to 
know everything that happens in your world, good and bad, 
and we'll gladly go to ja'l to prove it. We have, with pride. 

This profession carries with it an incredible power, unlike 
anything ever seen before in history. (Remember Mr. Nixon?) 
But our power is a needed one, handled with the utmost care. 
Without the “watchdogs” of the press, those in power would 
feel free to do whatever they saw fit, as they have in the past 
The history of mankind is written in the blood of innocents, as 
spilled by those who answered to no man 

In return, the power of the press is limited in numerous ways, 
by lawsuits, by ethics, and especially by public opinion. Again, 
you cast your vote when you toss your coin in the news dealer's 
tray. It's a curious balance, but a vital one. We can only print 
the provable truth, but what we print can be damaging enough 

And make no mistake, journalists are constantly wracked 
with self-doubts. Professional debate still rages over the Gary 
Hart - Donna Rice episode, and the ethical question of whether 
the story should have been printed at all. (General consensus is 
“yes it should.") Evenhere at the Town Crier, hardly a week 
goes by without some fine point of professional ethics coming 
up for discussion. We do indeed worry about such things, hard 
and often, and more stories than you'll ever know are "spiked" 
because something just wasn't right. Even those stories that are 
printed sometimes leave our stomachs tied in knots. But print it 
we must, and print it we do. As one humorist once put it, “if 
they don’t break the windows once in a while, you must not be 
doing the job right." We're here to take the heat, and give it 

All in all, turning out "the news" is a wonderful profession, 
and a tough one. We put in long hours, hear our names dragged 
through the mud by some furious official, feel the slow burn of 
an ulcer coming on, and still we realize that the glory is 
fleeting. That page one story, the one that wus sweated and 
slaved over for months, will sure enough line the birdcage 
before the day is done. 

And tomorrow, we'll proudly set forth to do it all again.

Dear Larz: 

For the first time in 350 years 
county government in Massachu- 
setts must justify its existence as a 
viable form of regional 
government. This process began 
last year with the enactment of 
legislation to provide a statutory 
framework for county charter 
reform. The bill which was 
conceived by Senator George 
Bachrach and which was 
co-sponsored by myself and 
Representative Michael Morrissey 
gives each county the opportunity 
to the functions and 
structure of county government 
and then either strengthen or even 
abolish it 

Throughout the Commonwealth 
the pressures of growth and 
development have heightened 
public awareness that no city or 
town by itself can resolve such 
regional issues as solid’ waste 
disposal, transportation, ground 
water protection or housing 
Regional government can respond 
to such needs with greater 
responsiveness than state govern- 
ment and with greater economy of 
scale than municipal government. 

Although the need for regional 
government is clear, it is equally 
clear that the ability of county 
government to meet such modem 
needs varies greatly from county to 
county. Some counties have 
evolved into modern regional 
governments which have attracted 
innovative leaders and staff who 
efficiently deliver much needed 
services on a regional basis. Other 
counties have devolved into shadow 
levels of government which invite 
both contempt and mischief 

On November 4, 1986 the charter 
reform process was instituted by 
the electorate in nine counties. It is 
appropriate that the charter 
commissions which have been 
elected to decide the future of their 
county government are doing so 
now as the state re-examines the 
fate of traditional county functions 
such as House of Corrections and 
Registry of Deeds 

County government is at a cross- 
roads. County Charter Reform will 
give the voters of each county the 
right of self-determination to 
decide which counties will survive 
and which will not. If counties 
cannot meet the regional needs of 
their citizens, then they will go the 
way of the dinosaur as they yield to 
more effective forms of regional 
government such as solid waste and

transportation districts and volun- 
tary regional associations of 
communities, 

County Charter Reform should 
be watched closely by both citizens 
and the media to mike sure it is not 
compromised or frustrated by 
vested interests. With the active 
participation of informed citizens 
and public officials the charter 
reform process can and should 
work. Since no charter reforms can 
be enacted until the commissions 
place their recommendations on the 
ballot, voters will have the final say 
on the future of county government 


in Massachusetts.

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A tale of two witches

Imagine, gentle reader, the 
ignomy of having a member of the 
family a convicted witch. 

Three hundred years ago that was 
a terrible thing. Possibly, in these 
days of tv shows and ‘other 
entertainment, to have a convicted 
witch in the family could be an 
asset, 

Five convicted witches were hung 
in Salem on July 19, 1692. One was 
Rebecca Nurse. 

Grandchildren of Rebecca were 
residents of Reading. There were at 
least five boys and a girl, The 
birthdates of two of the boys, 
Joshua and Jonathan, are uncertain. 
Francis was born in 1688, 
Benjamin in 1690 and Joshua in 
1694 

The family name in Reading was 
"Nurs." Reading, of course, was a 
much bigger town than it is today 
North Reading and Wakefield were 
each a part of Reading, as was a 
large part of Wilmington, 
including the "Land of Nod.” 

Abigail Harnden, a resident of 
what is now North Wilmington, but 
was then a part of Reading, was a 
survivor of the Harnden Massacre, 
in 1707. The Harnden family, 
Deacon John and Susanna and 
children lived not far from the 
Present Woburn Street School 
Three children and the mother 
were killed by the Indians and 
Abigail, wounded in the back, was 
thrown into a pond. Today the pond 
is smaller, It is southerly of High 
Sureet, and at the end of Marcia 
Road. 

Abigail recovered. Five and a 
half years later, Jan, 27, 1713, she 
became the bride of Jonathan Nurs. 
She was 20 years old, born April 
25, 1692, Where she and her 
husband lived is uncertain, but it 
was in the town of Reading. 

One child was born, Susanna, 
named after the woman who was 
killed in the massacre, The date was 
August 14, 1714 

Abigail became a widow on Nov 
26, 1717. On March 8, 1720 she 
married Daniel Eames of Woburn. 

The couple lived in the old 
farmhouse on Woburn Street, 
Wilmington, (the ancient Andover 
Road) opposite Wildwood Street 
From them are descended many 
Eames families of today in the 
United States 

That, presumably, ends the tale of 
Abigail Harnden and any possible 
connection with the family of a 
witch, 

But there was another witch, 
named Rebecca Eames. 

This writer first learned of 
Rebecca Eames, alleged witch, 
about 25 years ago, when he was 
pursuing another story in a book 
written of Andover. That book told 
of Rebecca having been convicted 
of being a witch, and said she was a 
resident of Andover 


Well, Andover is the northern " 
end of the Andover Road, the Salem Witch Trials 


Andover, the 
town of witches 


ancient road from Boston to 
Andover, through Medford, 
Woburn and Wilmington. The 
thought, at the time (25 years ago) 
was that there might be a 
connection. 

There were members of the 
Eames family early in 
Charlestown, Woburn and 
Wilmington. It was probable that 
members of that family moved 
northward on the Andover Road, as 
did members of the Buck family, 
the Harnden family and others. 

There was a Robert Eames in 
Charlestown in 1651. He moved to 
Woburn to live near the present 
Central Square, and near a pond 
which the family filled in. Robert 
had married a girl named Elizabeth 
and there were eight children, 

Samuel was the first child, He 
moved north, to settle by the 
Ipswich River, in Wilmington near 
the bridge which had been 
constructed over that river. Today 
the site is called Jenks. It is near the 
railroad, at a crossing once called 
the Carter Crossing. Their home 
was in Reading. Daniel, their third 
child, was the man who married 
Abigail Harnden Nurs March 8, 
1720. 

Was Rebecca Eames of Andover, 
convicted witch, any relation of the 
Eames family of Wilmington, 
Woburn and Charlestown? 

A little recent research seems to 
show no connection. 

Rebecca is listed, actually, as a 
resident of Biaford (Boxford) as 
was her husband Robert. She was 
convicted of being a witch, in a trial 
held in Salem September 17, 1692. 
She was, however, reprieved. 
Seven persons, one male and six 
females, convicted, were hanged on 
September 22. Another person, 
Giles Cory, was pressed to death on 
September 19. 

It was after the September 22 
hangings that the delusions about 
witchcraft began to be recognized

There is a good case, if anyone is 
interested, in naming Andover, 
Mass., and not Salem as the Town 
of Witches. 

Most of the unfortunate people 
who suffered the death penalty for 
witchcraft were execsted in Salem, 
and to that town goes the witchcraft 
tide. Yet more persons living in 
Andover were accused, 

Andover, of course, was a larger 
town, in 1692. The settlers in that 
town went up the Merrimack River 
and settled in what is now North 
Andover as well as what is today 
understood as Andover. 

The Encyclopedia of Witchcraft 
and Demonology, published in 
1959 by Rossell Hope Robbins 
names a total of 38 persons, 
residents of Andover, as accused 
witches, Eight, or possibly nine of 
these accused persons were males 

The rest were women. 

Persons social standing seemed to 
afford no protection against that 
type of accusation. Among those

accused were Justice Dudley 
Bradley and Capt. John Flood. 

Two accused Andover residents 
were hanged. Martha Carrier was 
hanged August 19 and Mary Parker 
on September 22, 1692. 

Abigail Faulkner pled pregnancy 
and was excused. Ann Foster died 
in jail. Mary Lacy, convicted, was 
reprieved. 

In 1697 jurors who had brought 
in guilty verdicts made their 
amends. January 15 was a day for 
fasting within the colony to show 
repentance for the wrongdoings of 
the trials. 

In July 1702, twelve clergymen 
in Essex County supported a 
petition from surviving witches, 
for vindication. The General Court 
(Legislature) in 1711 reversed the 
attainders of 22 of the 32 who had 
been convicted in 1692 

Robbins points out that the 
Governor never signed the 
reversal, and that there is suspicion 
that the act was intended to protect 
the Salem lobby against civil suits.

In the Boxford "Vital Records” 
one can find the last of the story of 
Rebecca Eames and her husband 
Robert. Written in 1850, it is a 
record of her gravestone, and that 
of her husband. 

"Rebecca Eams [not Eames], 
condemned witch, received the 
sentence of death, but was not 
executed. May 8, 1721, in her 82nd 
year.” 

In other words Rebecca was a 
relatively old lady in 1692 when 
she was convicted and sentenced to 
death - 53 years old. She was 82 
when she died, and had been born, 
presumably, in 1639. 

Presumably she was born in 
1639, possibly of some family in 
Charlestown

Ninety-eight and six-tenths cents 
of every dollar collected by the 
Wilmington Community Fund is 
used for aid within the Town of 
Wilmington. One and four-tenths 
cents of each dollar is used for 
administrative expenses. 

Unlike other funds, there are no 
paid employees in the Wilmington 
Community Fund. Every assistant 
is a volunteer - unpaid, 

By state law, the Community 
Fund has to have an outside 
accountant audit the books of the 
organization each year, That is one 
of the major expenses of the fund, 
yearly. 

The Wilmington Community 
Fund spent, last year, $3,405 in 
direct relief. It probably spent five 
times that sum of money in indirect 
relief. It now has a cushion of 
$60,000, with which to protect the 
community from unexpected 
disaster, 

A few years ago there was such an 
unexpected disaster. A heavy snow 
storm blanketed the town. No mail 
was delivered. In many homes 
there were no pay checks. 

The Wilmington Community 
Fund advanced monies to those 
families - to pay for fuel and to pay 
for food. That $60 thousand sum of 
money is now reserved by the 
Community Fund, to guard against 
that type of disaster, 

The cash flow can fluctuate up 
and down, but the Community 
Fund keeps that sum of money, for 
protection. 

The speaker at the Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon, last Tuesday, 
was Tom Bissett of Powder House 
Circle. Mr. Bissett has been the 
president of the Wilmington 
Community Fund for the past eight 
years, 

His is the task of being the 
operating officer of the Fund. He, 
like veryone else in the fund, serves 
without pay. 

The Relief Committee, three 
persons, takes care of instances 
where assistance is needed. Last

“We did not want to have the 
people of the town to be hit by this. 
It was better if the funds came from 
one organization. Support the 
Community Fund, and in turn the 
organizations can be properly 
funded,” 

"We tke the funds we get, and we 
allocate them properly 

You cannot get funds from the 
Community Fund if you are a part 
of an organization which is 
supported by taxes. We support 
such things as the Wilmington 
Little League, which cannot seek 
support from other than the 
Community Fund. 

“On the other hand, you may be 
solicited to sponsor a Little League 
team for their jerseys. We cannot 
say that you cannot donate for such 
team expenses. 

"The Wilmington Community 
Fund raises between $7200 and 
$7400 each year by our 
Community Fund walkers, Dozens 
of young people and people up to 
and over 80 years old participate, 
all being paid by volunteers, 
residents and business people, for 
every mile they walk. One walker, 
who is over 83 years old, raised 
$1800 that way, this year - not bad! 

"We in the Community Fund 
prepare for this, Over 150 kids 
participated in the last walk, and 
only two were taken in for injuries 
One had a twisted ankle. 

"We reserve, each year, a room 
in the Health Center, for anyone 
who might be injured 

One girl, last year, had a bee 
sting. She was taken to the Health 
Center, but she put up such a fuss 
that we took her back to Glen Road, 
from where she finished her walk 
That's the kind of people we like to 
see in Wilmington!"

Hammer toes are s 
in the little joints of the toe. Their cause can be 
attributed to inherited bone and joint structures and 
are aggrivated by shoe gear. 

A hammer toe is usally a “claw-like" deformity of 
the first joint of the smaller toes. The joint “buckles” 
upwards and rubs in the shoes. The rubbing 
irritates the skin and the joint and causes a painful 
swollen joint along with a corn over the joint 

Correction of this deformity can be simple 
releasing of the tendons, to releasing of the tendons 
in combination with removal of a small piece of 
bone.

Sensible shopping begins at home... 
Furniture designer offers smart advice 


You'll get more for your furniture dol 
lars when you know how to shop. Sensible 
shopping begins at home, according to 
Leonard Eisen, one of the nation’s out 
standing furniture designers, from whose 
drawing boards stem unusual concepts. 

Eisen is guided by the principle of “hu: 
‘man engineering" in his styling. He be- 
lieves that furniture should be created with 
the convenience of the consumer equally 
as important as the style appeal 

The 52-year-old conceptualist went 
back into the pages of history to bring 
forth turn-of-the-century nostalgic furni 
ture that he labeled “Keepsakes” because 
of its timelessness. The Eisen-inspired de 
signs derive their appeal from err versa 
tility of eclectic mix for contemporary 
living. 

Here is Eisen's commonsense guide for 
the budget-minded home decorator. “The 
furniture purchaser,” he says, “must look 
at the total environment of the apartment 
or home in terms of traffic patterns, scale, 
people and personal living habits.” 

He notes that the quality of life is less 
dependent on the size of the pocketbook 
than in the human values of the house 
holder. 

Before you ever leave home, he urges. 
consider all of your needs. The size of the 
room will dictate the size of the furniture 
you buy. How much use is given to the fur. 
Aiture will be another consideration. For 
example, it is much more functional to 
have a dresser with all drawers and no 


doors. 

‘Your lifestyle should be considered. Is it 
casual or formal? 

The colors that already have gone into 
the room are tremendously important, 
Eisen observes. It's one thing to be carried 
away by the spectrum of colors in the store 
— but, remember, the furniture must ook 
well with what you have. 

Eisen is @ pragmatist and counsels that 
beyond all of these considerations is the 
need to remember to stay within your 
budget J 

Get ideas about style from the media, he 
urges. Later these will bring you into bet 
ter focus when you begin looking at the 
stores room settings 

He suggests playing a game of six ques. 
tions with yourself before going into the 
store 

1. What can I leave out, more than what 
can I leave in? While every room needs a 
basic framework, very often a given arca 
works with a minimum of things in it 
Simplicity can be an important credo. 

2. Will my room be flexible? Will it 
cover a variety of activities for large and 
small numbers of people? By looking 
ahead to all potential uses, you create a 
room that lends itself to all uses equally 
well 

3, Will it be efficient? Your furniture 
and accessories must be efficient in terms 
of your tastes, your likes and your life 
style. Ifyou like eating in front of the tele 
vision set, ask your dealer about how to do

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Shooting at.a mastodon 
must have been easier

Hunting bison with a spear must 
have been hard, but things haven't 
improved all that much on the 
hunting scene. 

Ancient cave paintings in France 
and other places show scenes of 
men with simple spears, chasing 
bison and deer-like animals. But the 
paintings show an easier side of 
hunting. Jeez, anybody can hit a 
mastodon with a tre 

If those ancient artists wanted to 
depict the toughest hunting of all, 
each primitive hunter would have 
three grouse in each hand. Now 
THAT would be a real feat, worthy 
of being recorded for all time. 

Even today, with rapid fire shot- 
guns, grouse and woodcock are 
pure hell to hit. [magine trying the 
same trick with a sharpened stick 
Yeah, sure, 

Over the weekend I joined Bob 
Iverson, a fairly proficient local 
bass chaser, on a trip to Groton in 
pursuit of upland game birds, We 
flushed about a half dozen grouse 
and woodcock -- and without a dog 
yet! -- but ended up with nothing to 
put in the dinner pot 

Our first flush of the day came 
after an hour's worth of fruitless 
hiking through the hardwoods. 

We were hiking along a trail, Bob 
with his pump and me with my 
side-by-side double, and we could 
see another trail crossing ours up 
ahead. It was a nice autumn day and 
there were no birds around so, like 
dummies, we relaxed a bit. | was in 
mid-story, talking about something 
or other, when a pair of partridges 
exploded from a clump of brush 
not 20 feet away 

If you've never had a partridge 
flush in front of you, there's a treat 
you've been missing. Partridge, or 
more rightly called ruffed grouse, 
are big, gray chickens that live in 
woods, and they make a feathered 
racket when they launch 

We both tried to shoulder our 
guns, but neither of us could draw a 
decent bead, Partridge wake off ata 
low anglem then zig-zag through 
the wees. Bob chased after the one 
that went left, while | took the one 
on the right.

We never found them, but Bob 
said he flushed two more while 
searching, but both flushed well out 
of range. Off we went. 

As we climbed a gradual rise 
nearby, Bob flushed another, only 
this time the bird came toward me 
I managed to get off a hasty shot, 
but made a tactical blunder in the 
process. 

I'd heard geese a few minutes 
earlier, and since this was the last 
day of the two-part waterfowl 
season, my left barrel held a 3-inch 
magnum round of big #2 shot. The 
right barrel held a standard shell of 
much smaller #8 shot 

But in the haste of trying to draw 
a bead on a partridge, moving at 
three-quarter Mach while zigging 
around trees, my finger dropped 
onto the wrong trigger. So, instead 
of throwing up a whole cloud of 
tiny #8 pellets, I fired off a 
spoonful of #2 rocks. Great for 
geese, lousy for grouse. 

‘And what a wasted shot it was 
Not so much as a feather fluttered 
down, That gray chicken is still 
laughing 

Later that day, Bob got a chance 
to prove his own prowess. We had 
split up to circle around a bog when 
a boom echoed though the woods 
from Bob's side. He later said that 
a brown bird with a long beak 
(woodcock) exploded from right 
under his feet 


Partridge flush while you're 10 to 
50 feet away, but woodcock are 
much, much worse. Those feathery 
land-mines have nerves of steel. A 
woodcock will wait until the sole of 
your boot is straight over it's head 
before it rises straight up in ball of 
loud feathers

Stoneham's Randy Kulinis 


Opera is his life 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


As a youngster, he was 
hoisted in harness by the 
champion teeth of a cossack, 
Count Zaranoff — a White 
Russian emigre who got drunk 
once a year but kept a 
respectable bar in Worcester. 

In more recent years he has 
fed high on the hog stomach 
while dipping his hands in 
gobbets and chips of amber rich 
as butter. 

But it is his glorious tenor 
voice which is his chief asset 
and now Randall Kulunis faces 
an offer he's not sure he can 
refuse, one which may bring 
him closer to his heritage, and 
even closer to his lifelong 
dream 

Kulunis — who has Sung not 
only for his own and his family's 
suppers but for Luciano 


Pavarotti and for a Wagnerian 
soprano who ‘thad me 
screaming" as well — has just 


returned from a recent singing 
visit to his parents’ homeland 
As a result of his reception 
there, the local tenor is 
currently engaged in studying 
the oldest of living languages — 
Lithuanian — in the promise 
that it may soon take him on the 
high road to a world-famous 
opera house in Milan 

For in the vocal world of 
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Randall Kulunis all roads, 
hopes and dreams must 
inevitably lead to Northern 
Italy — and a crack at singing 
at La Scala 

And for Kulunis, a brilliant 
operatic tenor and Stoneham 
resident, the route to La Scala 
may well be by way of the Baltic 
Sea 


Kulunis' Lithuanian heritage 
derives from both parents, who 
emigrated to the United States 
in 1918. While visiting relatives 
in Lithuania two years ago, 
Kulunis met people from the 
Conservatory in Vilnius, the 
nation’s capital, and sang for 
one of the opera singers there. 

“She told me how to get in 
touch with the lead Lithuanian 
tenor, Virgilijus Noreika,” he 
said, “for whom I later sang in 
Chicago.” Noreika, who is also 
impresario of the Lithuanian 
Opera Company, was im 
pressed enough to invite Randy 
to study with him for an ex. 
tended period in the Soviet 
Union. At the time, concerns 
over finances and the nuclear 
accident at Chernobyl caused 
Kulunis to hesitate to accept the 
offer 

Despite his hesitation, and the 
fact that he is an American 
citizen by birth and Stoneham 
resident by choice, the offer has 
been renewed. And Kulunis has

been greeted — and is still being 
viewed — with great hope and 
enthusiasm in the small Baltic 
nation, as that country’s next 
national tenor.

Company, moreover, has 
managed to send its lead 
singers to perform at La Scala 
— and that has to be part of any 
serious singer's dream. 

Yet there are other con- 
sequences for Kulunis to weigh. 
‘The daily voice lessons would be 
a rigorous ordeal — though 
eminently helpful — and the 
training and study in the 
Russian and Lithuanian singing 
technique and languages (in 
which Kulunis is not proficient) 
would add to his vocal ability 
and stature. 

But it would also mean a 
probable year's separation 
from his wife and two children, 
aged eight and two — not to 
mention the likelihood of some 
culture shock and loneliness. 

So Randy Kulunis has a lot to 
think about. But he has a little 
time to ponder, and his most 
recent trip to Lithuania in- 
volved an unexpected meeting 
with a Soviet diplomat — who is 
in process of setting up three 
recitals in Lithuania for early 
1988 — which also may help 
Randy decide 

And of course there is always 
the promised lure of La Scala. 

As for the small Baltic nation 
itself, though it enjoyed a brief 
period of greatness in the late 
Middle Ages, Lithuania 
became a partner in a union 
with Poland described by writer 
Erwin Lessner as on a “less 
than equal" basis — and shared 
that country’s fate in the par- 
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titions of the late 18th century 

There followed more than a 
century of Russian rule, then 
three years of German oc- 
cupation during World War I. 
Restored to independent 
statehood between the wars, she 
was incorporated ‘‘under 
pressure”’ into the Soviet bloc. 
After another period of German 
occupation during World War II 
— Lithuania again fell under the 
Russian paw, where she has 
remained ever since. 

As for the amber, one of the 
most important and valuable of 
the fossil resins — the best in 
the world is reputed to come 
from the shores of the Baltic 
Sea, where mining for amber 
has been carried on for more 
than two centuries. 

The most valuable or- 
namental amber includes in- 
sects — and the rich, syrupy, 
petrified resin is so ancient that 
most of the species of insects so 
included are riow extinct 

While in his ancestors’ 
homeland, Randy picked up 
some of the most desirable, 
butter-colored type, as jewelry 
for his wife, family and friends. 

And it was on his first trip to 

Lithuania that Randy tasted the 
best “‘skilandis” of his life 
Skilandis is described by 
Gintaras Karosas (whose 
name, by the way, translates to 
“amber necklace’), a South 
Boston resident and the founder 
of Baltic Associates as “the 
supreme Lithuanian sausage 
specialty. Coarsely minced, 
well-salted, exquisitely spiced, 
carefully cured, leisurely 
smoked, and generously stuffed 
into a hog casing (stomach), the 
Skilandis has nourished 
Lithuanians for centuries." 
It’s so tasty, in fact, that it 
usually provides the 
predominant nourishment for 
Randy Kalunis during his visits 
to Lithuania 

And Randy is not the only one 
willing to sing it praises: it has 
nourished others as well 

When the interview for this 
story rana little overtime — the 
tenor brought out a skilandis 
which seemed to weigh about 
two and a half pounds. 

Of the two of us, Randy had 
just a few thin slices. 

But by the time the snacking 
ended only a few twists of 
casing remained

Members 
of the Trio are Andrew Cordle, 
Bassoonist, arranger and 
composer; Renee Krimsier 
Flutist. and Stacey Shames, 
Harpist. All are graduates of 
Julliard School of Music, 


winners of many prizes and 
awards, masters of their in 
struments. Adding much to the 
delight of the audience were the 
descriptions of the workings 
and unique qualities of their 
instruments by each soloist and 
the further interesting ex 
planations of the background of 
each piece grouping 

The first rendition of the 
program as you might expect 
from the human and in 
strumental decor, were 16th 
century dances, consisting of 
forms unfamiliar to our 
audiences the Balletto, 
originally written for the lute, a 
Siciliana of unknown origin, and 
the Gagliarda, all light, and 
gay, truly echoeing the sounds 
of the period through this 
twentieth century hall 

The next, C.P.E. Bach's 
Sonata in C Major, a baroque 
piece with romantic spirit 
written by one of the twenty 
gifted children of Sebastian 
Bach.

Ms. Shames suggested that 
the harp has great mystique for 
people, much of its electronic 
workings hidden from view.

She played the Rhapsodie by 
Grandjany skillfully and 
beautifully 


Ms. Krimsier described flutes 
as made of silver, producing 
bright sound, and gold, giving 
more substance to the tone, and ‘ 
of platinum. The flute uses 
more air than other instruments 
in the orchestra, other than the 
tuba. Flutists must develop 
great breath control with 
exercises such as lying on the 
floor and doing breathing 
exercises with an encylopedia 
on the chest and abdomen. Her 
piece was well-chosen to display 
the technical and expressive 
mastery of the artist, the colors 
and variety of sound of which 
the flute is capable, a really 
difficult’ composition. Ms 
Krimsier's mastery was im- 
peccable, and the whole piece 
beautifully rendered, proving 
the value of years of practice, a 
good dose of talent and many 
breathing exercises. 

So the performance came toa 
close, ended with a number of 
curtain calls, and the audience 
reluctantly leaving with a 
desire for more, charmed and 
enjoyably more educated in 
chamber music.

New tax laws also apply to children 


For many parents, 1987 will 
be remembered as the year 
their children joined the tax 
system, according to Stepheh 
Kurzman CPA, Kurzman and 
Sclbetta of Canton, and a 
member of the Massachusetts 
Society of Certified Public 
accountants’ Federal Taxation 
Committee. 

Children under 14 years of age 
who have unearned income over 
$500, beginning with the 1988 tax 
season, must file their own 
federal income tax return and 
pay a tax. 

“If the unearned income 
exceeds $1,000, they will be 
taxed on the portion above 
$1,000 at their parents’ 
marginal tax rate — as high as 
38.5 percent for 1987 income,” 
notes Kurzman. 

With the 198 Tax Reform 
Act, Congress made a fun- 
damental change to the tax laws 
that apply to children. The new 
law no longer allows an in- 
dividual under 14 to use his/her 
personal exemption ($1,900 in 
1987) to offset unearned income.

his/her tax at the parents’ rate 
if he/she has more than $1,000 in 
unearned income. 

For example, in 1986 a 12 year 
old with $1,075 of savings bank 
interest paid no tax and was not 
required to file a tax return. In 
1987, that child must file a tax 
return and pay a tax of at least 
$76. 


Here’s how the tax bill will be 
computed. The first $500 of 
income is not taxed. The second 
$500 will be taxed at 11 percent 
($55) and the last $75 will be 
taxed at the parents’ rate of 28 
percent (an additional $21). 
This method costs the child $76 
in taxes. 

According to the Internal 
Revenue Service, about 600,000 
will be effected by the change 
The IRS has created a new 
Form 8615 for taxpayers under 
14 years. 

Furthermore, all children 5 
years old and above who are 
claimed as dependents must 
enter their Social Security 
numbers on their parents’ 
return.
